Richard Gump To 
Address Students, 
FacultyTomorrow 


Richard Gump, world-famous 
merchant, designer lecturer, au- 
thor, artist, and composer-musi- 
cian will be the featured speaker 
tomorrow at the first Summer- 
Session Convocation? Gump will 
speak to an estimated audience 
of 3000 students, faculty, and 
townspeople at 11:00 a.m. in the 
gymnasium. 

Gump is the third generation 
of his family to head the famed 
store on Post Street in San Fran- 
cisco. Long known for its Oriental 
art and its unrivaled jade col- 
lection, the store has expanded 
under Richard Gump's leadership 
to include contemporary paintings 
and crafts, a vast selection of 
silver and china, gifts from all 
over the world. 

As a lecturer, Gump has spoken 
to thousands of persons in audi- 
ences throughout the country. 
His opinions on asthetics, busi- 
uuess, and design are expressed in 
a series of witty and urbane lec- 
tures on Jade, Jewels and Junk, 
Treasure Trade, and Good Taste 
Costs No More. 

The latter subject embodies 
much of Richard Gump's general 
philosophy of life, and the man- 
ner in which this philosophy is 
reflected in the world-famed store 
he heads. He deplores the “keep- 
up-with-the-Joneses” impulse 
which motivates many buyers, 
and he equally deplores the ten- 
dency of many persons to insist 
that furniture and art objects 
from various “periods” cannot be 
successfully mixed for maximum 
osthetic effect. 

Gump's three floors of art ob- 
jects, antiques, Oriental wares, 
and gifts reflect this viewpoint. 
“Beauty pays dividends’, notes 
Richard Gump. And he is quick 
to point out that beauty is more 
often a matter of taste than 
cost. An inexpensive contempo- 
rary lamp or ashtray, carefully 
selected to harmonize with its 
surroundings, may lend equally 
as much beauty to a room as a

Students living on-campus will 
bring a new dimension to college 
life in Sacramento, West said. 
No longer will SSC be exclusive- 
ly a “commuting college.”

Supervision of each 
hall will be provided by a resi- 
dent and two assistants. 

Costs per semester, including 
room, breakfast, dinner, and ac- 
cident, sickness, and hospitaliza- 
tion insurance, will be around 
$300. Rooms will be furnished 
with study tables, dressers, clos- 
ets, 80-inch beds, study chairs, 
and storage space. Individual 
heating and air conditioning units 
will be controlled by occupants 
of the rooms. Telephone service 
will be available on each floor.

$15,000 sculpture from the Tang 
dynasty. This insistence on in- 
herent good taste in the merchan- 
dise handled by Gump's has 
proven valid, as sales of 
the store indicate. 

Gump has been head of the 
firm since 1947, and although he 
acknowledges the fact that 
Gump's clientele expects the store 
to be “different” he strives to 
achieve this effect through an ex- 
traordinary selection of beautiful 
wares, rather than through the 
display of objects whose claims 
to “good taste” may lie solely in 
their antiquity or methed of man- 
ufacture or geographic origin. 

He has been described as a 
merchant-designer, but his inter- 
ests are far from confined to his 
store. He is now a resident of 
Sausalito, but has lived in Mex- 
ico, Hawaii, Europe and Tahiti.
